No food shall be hoarded. Boft*ding is the 
holding, contracting or arranging for food by 
any person in axoess of his reasonable re­ 
quirements for use or cons ump tfon by him­ 
self and dependents for a reasonable time. 
This do$s not refer to stocks of home-grown 
vegetables and home-canned or preserved 
fruits. 
AH householders who can entirely elimi­ 
nate the use of wheat until the next harvest! 
about September I, should do so. 
Householders who are obliged to use wheat 
should not use more than a total of 11 /2 
pounds of wheat flour or prepared wheat, in 
any form, per person per week, including the 
wheat flour in Victory bread, and including the wheat flour or 
I ore pa red wheat in crackers, pastry, macaroni, breakfast and other 
I foods. 
Victory bread is bread manufactured by bakers under the rules 
of the United States Food Administration. 
In estimating flour 
Consumption 1;{ j pounds of Victory bread may be considered equal 
;o I pound of wheat flour. 
In buying wheat flour an equal weight of other cereals as sub­ 
stitutes for wheat flour must be bought pound for pound. 
This 
is the >0-50 rule. In busing mixed flours, the substitutes in them 
nay be counted, so that a smaller proportion of substitutes may 
ie bought with these flours than with white flour. 
In buying 
graham and whole wheat flours (containing not leas than 96 per 
:ent of the entire wheat) 6/10 pounds of substitutes shall be pur- 
:hased with every pound of such flours. 
VY'heat flour substitutes are hominy, com grits, corn meal, corn 
lour, edible corn starch, barley flour, rolled oats, oatmeal, rice, 
rice flour, buckwheat flour, potato flour, sweet potato flour, soya 
bean flour, and feterita flour and meals. 
Householders in towns and cities may not buy more th^n one-eighth of a 
Anne! of flour or two pounds of sugar at any one time. 
Householders in the 
country may not buy more than one fourth of a barrel of flour or five pound* 
st sugar af any one time. 
Iii no event shall any purchaser have more than HU 
Jays' supply of either on hand. 
Householders should riot use more than % pounds of sugar per person 
Der week. 
In addition to the above, however, sugar may be used for home canning, 
»nd will be available to the householder for that p u r p o s e upon his signing a 
certificate that such sugar is d e s i r e d and xviii be used only for that purpose. 
No wheat flour, or prepared wheat in any form, should be used for an\ pur­ 
pose other than human consumption 
No wheat fit for human consumption 
ihould be used for other purposes.

or jars of home-preserved food. 
No government department is 
permitted to accept any article 
without paying for it. But even 
if home-canned goods could le­ 
gally be bought, their purchase 
wduld be impossible, the food ad­ 
ministration has pointed out, be­ 
cause of the difficulty accept­ 
ance of small lots would entail in 
the way of inspection.

of this (rind must be obtained in 
reasonably large units and must 
be uniform both as to ingredi­ 
ents and container*.

Useful food gets into the garbage 
pail because tin* housewife in prepar­ 
ing potatoes or other vegetables and 
fruit, such as apples, cuts off with the 
skin a considerable percentage of edi­ 
ble material. Careless paring of po­ 


t a t o e s may consign to the garbage p*all 
as much as 2 0 per cent of the edible 
portion, including outer layers contain­ 
ing valuable mineral substances.
